tin* father of fou rteen children, and a 
nu mb er of his sons b ecame distin­ 
gu ished men In variou s professions. 
He was a tru e American, cast in an 
u ltra patriotic mold, and many stories 
are told among the old timers of Ids 
patriotism and b ravery. 
"When McBride reached Honolu lu 
he fou nd there were no ou tward In- 
slgrda designating the American con 
su late or minister's otfice, so In* had a 
large American coat of arms cu t ou t 
of wood, glided and decorated appro­ 
priately, and this was hu ng over the 
otfice door that nil the world might see 
it.
